Claim Rejection - 35 USC ^ 102 and 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1 and 5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) over Ohta et al. (EP 0493116). 
Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection for at least the following reasons. 

The Office Action contends that Ohta et al. teaches, in Figures la to lo, a 

dielectrically separated wafer 13 having a plurality of dielectrically separated monocrystalline 

silicon islands mutually defined by a dielectrically separating oxide fihn 6 on the surface of 

the wafer, wherein the dielectrically separated islands 12 comprise a high concentration 

impurity layer 2 (col. 4, line 6) formed on the bottom of the islands in a flat plate form; and a 
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
